Technital Committee Report 


As you probably have noticed, a few things have changed on the repeater. 
First of all, we decided to remove the "beep" on the repeater, and place 

a 2-second delay, so as to eliminate some of the "ker chunkers" (the banana). 
Due to the complexity of the circuitry in the COR Board, and the circuitry 
that had to be added, we solved 2 problems and created another which by now 
everyone should know and love. YOU MUST LET THE CARRIER DROP SO THE TIMER 
WILL RESET, OR ELSE. I can assure you this problem will be changed. Other 
than these problems, the repeater and remote link are working very well. 
The input may be down for a short while, so we can rework the grounding in 
the supply, so to prevent ground loops. The crystal that was ordered 

from Sentry Mfg. for the back-up motorola micor go lost, so the crystal 

has to be reordered. Well enough for now, just keep thinking positive.
